“ I>ack of leadership and the unwill­ 
ingness of any of the sponsors to as­ 
sume responsibility also are factors 
working against the new* bank. 
Rais­ 
ing of the capital, $60,000, is only a 
minor factor.” 
Approximately $35,000 of the pro­ 
posed capitalization of the bank has 
been secured, and it was stated th a t 
little trouble would be experienced in 
raising the balance.

His flight was made in a French 
plane in which he saluted France’s 
unknown soldier by making graceful 
dips over the tomb in the Arc de 
Triomphe. 
Lindbergh’s terrestrial ceremonies 
were resumed later at a luncheon 
tendered by M. Pa bileve,

Foch, General Pershing

Washington, May 26.—If the size 
of your bank roll shrinks noticeably 
one of these days don’t be alarmed; 
the value will be just the same. 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 
announced yesterday that all paper 
money would be cut down to approxi­ 
mately two-thirds of its present size, 
thus effecting an annual saving of 
$2,000,000 to the government. 
The 
currency has been issued in its present 
size since 1861. 
The new money will be easier to 
handle, the treasury has decided as a 
result of experiments it has been con­ 
ducting for several years. 
Currency 
in the reduced size, as proposed, has 
been used in the Philippine Islands 
and money handlers, such as bank 
tellers and paymasters, find it much 
more convenient. 
“The size will not be reduced to 
such an extent, however, aa to make 
obsolete either money-counting ma­ 
chinery or cash register* now in use 
throughout the country,” said Mr. 
Mellon. 
“In their smaller size the 
notes will generally fit into pocket- 
books without being folded.” 


London, 
May 
27.—(AP) — The 
British 
Government’s 
decision 
to 
bronk off diplomatic and trade rela­ 
tion with Russia was approved by the 
House of Commons last night after 
an exciting debate, when the House, 
by a vote of 357 to 111, adopted a 
motion to this effect moved by Ger­ 
vais Nentoul, Conservative. 
His mo­ 
tion was in the following terms: 
This House, while appreciating the 
long forbearance 
of his Majesty’s 
Government and their many efforts to 
maintain friendly diplomatic relations 
with the Soviet Republics in the face 
of acute provocation, applauds their 
decision 
to 
withdraw 
diplomatic 
privileges which have been so gravely 
abused, while at the same time put­ 
ting no obstacles 
in the 
way of 
legitimate 
trading 
relations 
with 
Russia. 
This outcome 
was 
made certain 
early in the debate, when Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, Foreign Secretary, an­ 
nounced the government’s determina­ 
tion to treat the Labor motion, calling 
the ministerial policy on question and 
demanding an 
inquiry by 
a 
select 
committee into all the circumstances 
before such a grave decision was 
taken, as a vote of censure. 
Made Threat to Resign 
Further, the foreign secretary inti­ 
mated that unless the ministers ob­ 
tained a vote of confidence in their 
policy to va rd Russia it 
would 
be 
their duty to resign and appeal to the* 
country for a verdict. 
The Labor 
motion 
was 
defeated 
after a long discussion by a vote of 
367 to 118. 
The British Government yesterday 
made good its promise to publish some 
of the documents alleged to have been 
uncovered in the recent sensational 
raid on Soviet House in London, head­ 
quarters of the Soviet Trade Delega­ 
tion and Arvos, Ltd., 
the 
Russian 
commercial organization. 
It issued a White Paper containing 
thc»se documents to illustrate, as the 
captions said, “The hostile activities 
of the Soviet Government and the 
Third 
Internationale against Great 
Britain.” 
v 
Addresses Given Out 
The most interesting part of the 
contents, from an international if not 
from a British standpoint, was a list 
of addresses allegedly found in the 
possession of Anton Miller, a Soviet 
cipher clerk, who 
Premier 
Baldwin 
told the House of Commons in his 
Tuesday’s speech was found hurriedly 
burning the papers in his office when 
the raiders appeared. 
While the White Paper gave this 
out simply as a “list 
of 
addresses 
found in the possession 
of 
Anton 
Miller,” it is assumed to be the same 
list which Premier Baldwin described 
as “a list of secret cover addresses or 
’illegal' addresses for communication 
with the Communist parties in the 
United States, Mexico, South America, 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand and 
/South Africa.” 
The edge was rather taken off most 
the other documents from the fact 
that the Premier read them or quoted 
extensively from them in his speech 
of Tuesday, in which he announced 
the 
decision of 
the government to 
break dipomatic relations with Soviet 
Russia and teminate the trade agree­ 
ment of 1921.
